—The United States today pro- 
posed that tlie U.N. go nhead with- 
out the Soviet Union if the Rus- 
sians refuse to take part in a pro- 
posed international study of outer

The proposal was made by Am- 


bassador Henry Cabot Lodge, who 
told the U.N.'s Hi-National Politi- 
cal Committee he had been unable 
to reach agreement with Soviet 
Deputy Fore-inn Minister Valerian 
Zbrln in private talks.
